In 1018 Mr. Lane headed the Ameri-
can delegates at a joint eonference with
bigh commissioners from Mexico, as a
result of which a protocol was signed
at Atlantie City and United States
troops were withdrawn from that
eountry.

When the United States cntered the
war in 1017, Becretary Lane, in a
sumber of public speeches, outlined the
eountry’s purposes and urged business
men to show ‘‘sacrifices as worthy as
those of the men on their way to the
trenches.”’ In numerous addresses in
behalf of the Liberty Loans he declared
the defent of the United States was
*“‘unthinksbie’* and that the Govern-
ment was determined to see the way
fought to a finish.

Alded Returning of Troops

When peace came he devised plaps
for the employment of returning troops,
urged Congress to federalize the Ameri-
eanization of the forelgn-born, nided
fn the reconstruetion of France and
other war-torn uations and advocated
immediate passage of a bil to give
farms to soldiers. He was also active
in the Council for National Defense
and the American Red Cross,

Secretary Lane was a kecn supporter
of the League of Nations covenant and
advocared ratification of the [Peace
Treaty of Versailles.

In the summer of 1010 Seecrétary
Lane recommended to the Preaident the
calling of a conference of representa-
tives of American capital, labor and in-
d to discuss economic problews.
The National Industrial Conference, of
which Mr. Lane was made chairman,
was the result. As chairman of the
Rallroad Wage Commission in 1018 he
belped to settle & number of strikes and
avert threatened walkouts.
